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1. In early December 1949, 45 Shanghai lawyers had been summoved to reiping to 
assist in drafting the new laws of the reople’s Goverment. The new laws 
were to ba based. upon Vishinsky and Soviet law. 


2. The Giinese Communist Government in Peiping was planning, in Lecembar 1949, 
to establish a Treaty Kevisica vVepartment in the near future.* 


3. A Russian was appointed adviser to the winistry of Justice of the Chinese 
Communist Government, and had complete control of polisy. 
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
